U.S. Still Willing 
To Talk At Summit 


COPENHAGEN, Denmark (IP' 
—The United States told its 
North Atlantic Treaty Organi­ 
zation (NATO) allies today that 
it is willing to take part in an 
East-West summit conference 
—but only if it is properly pre­ 
pared beforehand. 
Secretary of State John Fos­ 
ter Dulles gave this assurance 
in a report to the 15 foreign 
ministers of the alliance meet­ 
ing here. 
Informed sources saicj simi­ 
lar assurances were given on 
behalf of the other two major 
western powers by British For­ 
eign Secretary Selwyn Lloyd 
and lameduck French Foreiga 
Minister Christian Pineau. 
The NATO council, meeting 
for the first time in the Dan­ 


ish capital, discussed this after­ 
noon the West’s efforts to get 
the Russians to the summit 
conference table. 
Conference sources said that 
Dulles, speaking for all mem­ 
bers of the big three, gave a 
detailed report on the recent 
exchanges of notes and diplo­ 
matic messages between Mos­ 
cow and the West.

District Sued 


Richardson Bay Foundation, 
a nonprofit corporation form­ 
ed last year to conserve a 624- 
acre sanctuary for wildlife and 
natural beauty on the Tiburon 
Peninsula, filed suit today to 
protest an assessment against 
it by the Richardson Bay Sani 
tary District. 


The suit was filed in Marin 
Superior Court today by Mill 
Valley attorney Leigh Athearn, 
representing the 
foundation 
The suit alleges that the im 
provement bonds were issued 
illegally and are void and- un­ 
enforceable. 


The Richardson Bay Sanitary 
District wants to enlarge and 
add to the Trestle Glen sewage 
treatm ent plant and build a 
new pumping plant to serve 
Del Mar Estates. Of the founda­ 
tion’s 624-acre sanctuary, 4.2 
acres is within the sanitary dis­ 
trict. The sanitary district is 
assessing the foundation $5,- 
153.79 for the 4.2 acres, but 
the foundation has nothing to 
gain from the treatm ent plant 
attorney Athearn contends. 


Richardson Bay Foundation, 
headed by Mrs. Norman B. Civ- 
ermore, declares: “The 4.2-acre 
parcel of land in Reedport 
Properties subdivision . . . will 
receive no benefit whatever 
from the said proposed im­ 
provement in that protestant 
. . . holds said parcel pursuant 
to its corporate purpose to con­ 
serve the tidelands of Richard­ 
son Bay and its shoreline in 
Marin County as a natural 
physical resource of the San 
Francisco Bay.”

At Board Reversal 


Officials of Marin’s other 
two general hospitals today ex­ 
pressed disappointment over 
what one of them called the 
“high-handed action” of Marin 
County Hospital District direc­ 
tors in deciding to seek a bond 
issue for a 136-bed addition to 
Marin General Hospital. 
John K. Taylor, administra­ 
tor of San Rafael General Hos­ 
pital, and Mrs. Maxine Ferrario, 
business manager of Ross Gen­ 
eral Hospital, pointed out that 
hospital district directors had 
asked 
for joint planning to 
meet th e county’s 
hospital 
needs, had received it and had 
indicated they would go along 
with the plans. These called for 
reducing the size and cost of 
planned 
additions 
to Marin 
General. 


Then, 
without consulting 
us further, they went ahead 
with this high-handed ac­ 
tion,” said Taylor. “Why did 
they ask for our opinions if 
they didn’t intend to pay any 
attention to them?” 


Taylor added that Ross and 
San Rafael hospital directors 
put a good deal of time into 
estimating c o u n t y hospital 
needs, and came up with an 
estimate that Marin General 
would need only 75 additional 
beds in the next five years. 
This estimate of need, 
he 
said, is based on plans of the 
other hospitals to add beds. San 
Rafael 
General 
plans to in­ 
crease it3 capacity from 65 to 
75 beds in the next two years 
and hopes to have it done by 
the end of this year, he said. 
Also planned is addition of an­ 
other floor to the main build 
ing, which would serve as i 
surgical floor and release about 
15 present surgical beds for 
general use, he said. 
Mrs. Ferrario said Ross Gen­ 
eral now has a 59-bed capacity, 
excluding its special ward for 
tuberculosis patients, can add 
six beds within about three 
weeks any time they are need­ 
ed, and plans a new 30-bed 
wing when needed. 


Mrs. Ferrario and Taylor 
agreed that neither San Ra­ 
fael nor Ross hospital can af­ 
ford to go into large expan­ 
sion programs if Marin Gen­ 
eral adds 136 beds.

Mrs. Ferrario added she fears 
such an expansion of Marin 
General would “hurt all three 
hospitals, not just one or both 
of the others.” Adding 136 beds 
to Marin General would create 
such a surplus of hospital beds 
in Marin that none of the three 
would 
operate 
economically, 
she said. 
In 
voicing 
disappointment 
over the decision to seek ap­ 
proval of bonds for the 136-bed 
Marin General addition, Mrs. 
Ferrario said she was speaking 
“personally—not on behalf of 
Ross General Hospital.” 
Dr. John C. Siemens, admin­ 
istrator of Ross General, de­ 
clined to make any comment 
on the matter today. He said 
Ross Hospital directors 
were 
meeting at noon for a regular 
board meeting. 
A bond issue of $2,625,000 
for expansion of Marin General 
was overwhelmingly rejected 
by Marin voters last November. 
On April 25. after a meeting

A frightened, fainting 19- 
year-old Hungarian r e f u g e e 
girl living in Ross last night 
gasped out a story of being at­ 
tacked in her own bedroom by 
a bald middle-aged man who 
had a black patch over his left 
eye. 
Hilda Rohrwild, near hys­ 
teria, told Ross and San Ansel­ 
mo police, in broken English 
this story: 
She returned home at about 
11:30 p.m. with Edward Dyba 
of San Francisco, with whom 
she had spent the evening. Miss 
Rohrwild lives in a basement 
apartment of the Richard P. 
Gatterdam residence at 33 Bo- 
linas road, where she doe« 
house work. 


DOOR OPEN 
She walked up the driveway 
alone. She noticed the garage 
door, 
ordinarily 
closed 
and 
locked, was standing open. 
The girl put her hand inside 
the door leading to her room 
to turn on the light. As she 
flicked on the light she was 
grabbed by a man. 
She struggled as he tried to 
gag her with a rag. With one 
hand over her mouth, the as­ 
sailant then took a hypodermie 
needle lying on her dresser and 
tried to force it into her arm. 


KICKS ASSAILANT 
The frightened girl kicked 
the man, fled upstairs to the 
Gatterdams’ room and fainted. 
Revived and still b a d l y 
frightened, Miss Rohrwild de­ 
scribed the man as about 50 
years old, six feet three inches 
tail and completely bald. She 
thought he had penciled black 
eyebrows on his face.

WASHINGTON «IB—'The Su­ 
preme Court today rejected an 
appeal by the Socialist Party, 
which has been barred from 
the ballot in California since 
1938 by the state elections 
code. 
The party had contended that 
the California regulations are 
unconstitutional. 
Today's brief order makes fi­ 
nal a decision of the state su­ 
prem e court, which affirm ed 
dismissal of the complaint by 
the Los Angeles County Supe­ 
rior Court. 
Chief Justice Earl W arren, a 
form er California governor, did 
not take part in the proceeding. 
The California elections code 
requires that in order to quali­ 
fy as a political party for the 
1958 election the Socialist P ar­ 
ty must either (1) have had a 
candidate for statewide office 
in the last gubernatorial elec-j 
tion 
who 
received 
123.000 
votes; or (2) obtain 41,000 vot­ 
ers as registered m em bers of 
the party; or (3) obtain the sig­ 
natures of 410.000 voters on a 
petition stating that they repre­ 
sent the Socialist Party. 


The appeal said that to meet 
any of the requirem ents means 
spending between $ 2 5 0 .0 0 0 and 


$ 5 0 0 .0 0 0 which the party does 
not have. 
The regulations encroach on 
the party's constitutional right 
to “equal protection of the 
laws,” it asserted. 
The standards are “too high, 
oppressive and restrictive and 
have the result of denying to 
the petitioners and their sup­ 
porters the effective right to 
the ballot,” the appeal added.

party chairm an, joined the ap­ 
peal. 
The American civil liberties 
union of Southern California 
filed a “friend of the court” 
brief saying “the m inority par­ 
ties often do the political think­ 
ing of the country.”

Moscow May Figure It Stands Better 


Chance To Wait For West Changes

Right now we are witness­ 
ing a whole series of JSoviet 
actions which point toward 
three conclusions: 
TJhat the Soviets don’t want 
to negotiate with the Western 
allies on any issue of sub­ 
stance. 
* ^ 
That they are determined 
to permit no real preparation 
for a summit conference. 
That the more responsible 
we become to a summit meet­ 
ing, the more unresponsive— 
and less interested—Moscow 
appears to be. 
Before attempting to get at 
the why, let’s look briefly at 
the measures to which the 
Kremlin has resorted to keep 
discussions suspended or in­ 
conclusive or engaged only 
with matters of procedure. 


THEY ARE THESE: 
1—Thé Soviets continue to 
boycott the United Nations 
Disarmament 
C om m ission 
which India persuaded the 
U. N. to enlarge from 5 to 25 
nations in order to provide a 
forum more pleasing to Mos­ 
cow. By a vote of 54 to 9 the 
U. N. General Assembly said: 
Here is the place to negotiate 
disarmament. Moscow says no. 
2—Again this past week the 
Soviets refused President Eis­ 
enhower’s invitation to con­ 
vene atomic experts to work 
out at once the means to in­ 
spect any agreement ending 
nuclear 
tests. 
This 
would 
mean that the mechanism 
could be all ready if a sum­ 
mit conference could produce 
such an agreement on testing. 
Moscow says no. 
3—The Soviet foreign min­ 
ister, Andrei Gromyko, con­ 
tinues to refuse to meet with 
the W e s t e r n ambassadors’ 
jointly in order to discuss pre­ 
parations for a summit meet­ 
ing. He insists on meeting 
with them separately. If you 
can think of a better way of 
slowing things up, Gromyko 
would undoubtedly like to 
hear from you. 
4—In light of the avowed 
Soviet concern over American 
bombers making occasional 
“alert” 
flights over North 
Polar 
regions, 
the 
United 
States proposed that the Se­ 
curity Council agree to set up 
an international .arctic air-in- 
spection which would guard 
against surprise attack from 
either aide. Ambassador Sobo- 


lev said no emphatically at 
the U. N. Gromyko said no 
more emphatically in Moscow. 
5 — Khrushchev continues 
to put his name to long dis­ 
cursive letters to President 
Eisenhower. If you want to 
resolve an issue, it is fair to 
say that this kind of diplo­ 
matic letter-writing is a good 
way to avoid it. 


BUT WHY? Why is Moscow 
so skittish about negotiating 
with the West? Why does the 
Kremlin now seem to be back­ 
ing away from a summit con­ 
ference at the very time when 
Washington, L o n d o n and 
Paris show every sign of be­ 
ing more responsive? 
It may well be that the So­ 
viets have decided that they 
have little chance of breaking 
the basic unity of the present 
governments in the U. S., Brit­ 
ain, France, Germany and the 
other NATO countries. They 
may well have decided they 
don’t want any summit con­ 
ference soon and that it would 
be better under the circum­ 
stances to stall until there is 
a new set of governments— 
say a Gaitskell government in 
London, an Ollenhauer gov­ 
ernment in Bonn, possibly a 
S t e v e n s o n government in 
Washington, etc. 
I suspect that the Soviets 
figure that the prospect of 
new governments in many of 
the Western countries is fair­ 
ly good and that the chances 
of Moscow getting more of 
what it wants will be improv­ 
ed if it waits.

102 in the roster of chemical 
elements. It is the 10th element 
heavier than uranium to be 
made by man. Uranium, No. 92 
on the list, is the heaviest of 


Industrialist 
Raps "Snoop7 
Organizations 


NEW YORK UP)—Snooping 
agencies, are putting freedom 
in the United States in jeo­ 
pardy, says Cyrus S. Eaton, 
Cleveland industrialist. 
Adolf Hitler, at the height 
of his power, “never had such 
spy organizations as we have 
in this country today,” Eaton 
said last night. 
The Canadian-born financier 
said there are no Communists 
in the United States “to speak 
of, except in the mind of those 
on the payroll of the FBI.” 
He said the FBI’s importance 
is enormously exaggerated. 
“They make no contribution 
to the upbuilding of this coun­ 
try and its respect abroad,” 
he sa’d. “The FBI,” he said “is 
just one of the scores of agen­ 
cies in the United States inves­ 
tigating citizens.” 
Eaton, sponsor of an annual 
international scientific meet­ 
ing in Pugwash, N. S., was in­ 
terviewed on an ABC-TV pro­ 
gram. 
He said he thought the Unit­ 
ed States has less confidence 
in its own people “maybe than 
any nation that I know of on 
earth.” 


the elements found in nature. 
A tense 24-hour stretch of 
work with a new type of atom 
smasher at the University of 
California April 18 yielded the 
new results. They were report­ 
ed in a paper before the Con­ 
ference on Reactions Between 
Complex Nuclei by Dr. Albert 
Ghiorso. 
Dr. Ghiorso spoke for a team 
of Berkeley scientists, including 
Dr. Glenn T. Seaborg, Nobel 
Prize winner; Torbjorn Sikkel- 
and, 
Norwegian nuclear re­ 
searcher; and John R. Walton, 
Berkeley research chemist. 
The Berkeley group used cu­ 
rium 246, one of the vaTious 
forms of element 96, as the ba­ 
sic material for producing the 
new substance. They bombard­ 
ed this with the nuclei of car­ 
bon atoms, using both ordinary 
carbon 12 and carbon 13, which 
is a heavy variety. 
Out of this,‘they said, they 
got a variety of element 102, 
or curium 254. This new mate­ 
rial, they added, is so radio­ 
active that it decays into fer- 
mium or element 100 in a few 
minutes. The rate of decay or 
half life is three seconds. 
Because the decay rate is too 
fast to permit direct chemical 
identification, Dr. Ghiorso said, 
the team used an indirect meth­ 
od. It measured the amount of 
fermium, the decay product, 
and from this deduced the 
presence of nobelium 254. 
Last July an international- 
team of researchers said they 
observed nobelium 252, a twin 
of nobelium 254, after bom­ 
barding curium 244 with car­ 
bon 13 in a cyclotron at the 
Nobel Institute of Physics at 
Stockholm. Dr. Ghiorso said the 
Berkeley group tried to dupli- 
| cate the Stockholm experiment, 
but were unsuccessful.

It said there would be a change in summertime wind 
forecasts for the San Francisco Bay Region. 
Instead of giving a specified range of wind speeds, such 
as 10 to 25 miles an hour, the forecasts will state that winds 
will be normal or below normal. 
“When ‘above norm al’ winds are forecast, a maximum 
speed likely at the most windy spots in the area will be 
mentioned,” the bureau’s announcement said. 
“The necessity for adoption of this new plan of ex­ 
pressing the wind forecasts arises from the great variation 
of summertime wind speed throughout the Bay Area, both 
with respect to time of day and particular location. 
“Forecasts stating a-specific range of velocities are 
actually rather meaningless and of little practical use to 
the public since it cannot be made clear as to which speeds 
apply to which locations or at what times.” '

ITS BIG ÁND IT'S COLD 
Marin Newsman Home 


From Antarctic Trip 
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DRESSED FOR “DEEPFREEZE” — Charles R. 
Moore of Larkspur, United Press correspondent who 
recently returned from covering “Operation Deep­ 
freeze III” in Antarctica, is shown, left, in his South 
Pole business suit, and, right, as he looks unveiled. 
There is such a thing as overdressing in the Antarc­ 
tic, says Moore. When there is a “heat wave” and 
the temperature zooms above zero, the tuxedo at 
left gets to be too warm, he says. 


Back from a half year in the 
Antarctic, and facing what he 
indicates is a far more rigorous 
e x p e r i e n c e —describing his 
.south polar travels to luncheon 
groups on the “pork and bean 
circuit”—is United Press cor­ 
respondent Charles R. Moore, 
45. of Larkspur. 
Moore returned to Marin late 
in March after six months of 
covering 
“Operation 
D e e p ­ 
freeze IIP* for UP. More speci­ 
fically, he returned to his home 
at 120 Tulane drive in Lark­ 
spur’s Hillview section, and to 
his wife Isabelle and three chil­ 
dren, Steven, Stacy and Shan­ 
non. 
LIKE BLIND MAN 
With him, he brought these 
impressions of the Antarctic: 
“It’s big. With an area of 
about five and a half million 
square miles, it is almost twice 
the size of the United States. 
“So, if you try to describe 
Antarctica briefly, you are in 
the same fix as the blind man 
describing the elephant—it de­ 
pends on what part you touch. 
And there's a lot of it that 
hasn’t even been touched yet.” 
It’s cold. At McMurdo Sound, 
where a main base is located, 
the temperature in summer 
(southern hemisphere summer, 
that is) varies from about 40 
degrees above zero to about 
30 below. At the pole, it is 
usually about 15 below in mid­ 
summer, dropping to 50 or 60 
below early and late in the 
season. 
HIGH POLE 
The South Pole is a high 
pole. Mythical, maybe, but still 
high. Its altitude above sea 
level is about 9,200 feet. Moore 
accompanied a team of scien­ 
tists on a pole trip on which 
they measured the ice depth. 
Seismic sounding equipment 
turned up the information that 
there is about 900 feet of solid 
ground and rock above sea 
level at the pole, the remaind­ 
er of the 9,200 feet being solid 
ice. 
Antarctica itself is remote 
from the rest of the world, 
Moore reports, and individual 
places there are remote from 
each other. 
DISTANCES HUGE 
. When 
you 
arrive 
at 
the 
“door” to Antarctica—Christ­ 
church, New Zealand—you are 
still 2,000 miles from Antarc­ 
tica. And when you get there, 
to McMurdo Sound, for in­ 
stance, you are still 800 miles 
from the pole and 400 miles 
from Little America, another 
U.S. base. 
The name Little America, 
first planted in Antarctica by 
Admiral Richard E. Byrd, has 
done some traveling since then, 
Moore reports. It is not actual­ 
ly the name of a specific loca­ 
tion, but a name given to a 
base which the U.S. may have 
in Antartiea at a given time. 
The Little America which 
was there when he was, Moore 
says, is Little America No. 5. 
it happened to be located on an 
ice shelf which was moving 
toward the sea and breaking 
off in chunks. It may be re­ 
tained as a part-time summer 
base, he uyu 


The remoteness of Antarctica 
and 
unpredictability 
of 
the 
weather gave him some trouble 
when it came to getting his 
news stories back to the United 
States, says Moore. 
The regular way to trans­ 
mit them was via Navy radio- 
teletype to New York, he says. 
When everything was working 
right, this could be very fast, 
“When the Fuchs expedition 
arrived at Scott Base, we had 
the bulletin in New York only 
a couple of minutes later,” 
says Moore, “and even from 
the pole, where copy was sent 
by Morse code and had to go 
through a relay at McMurdo, 
we were able to get through at 
times in as little as 13 min­ 
utes.” 
AN OCCASIONAL MISS 
But not always. When the 
weather messed up communica­ 
tions. the blackout sometimes 
lasted a couple of days. “This 
sometimes resulted in a sort of 
‘see tomorrow’s edition’ type 
of story,” according to Moore. 
For example, he notes, there 
was the case of a Globemaster 
plane which was caught in the 
air when a blizzard moved in, 
and was ordered from base to 
base, trying to find a field that 
was clear enough for a land­ 
ing. 
Finally, it was ordered back 
to McMurdo to fly around as 
long as its fuel lasted, in hopes 
the weather would break. 
CLIFF HANGER 
“I had the story right up to 
the minute,” says Moore. “But 
just before the plane was able 
to land, all radio circuits went 
out. As far as U.S. readers were 
concerned, the plane was left 
up in the air for a couple of 
days until I could send the 
end of the story.” 
The United States has a force 
of 336 men in Antarctica for 
the winter (summer, here) who 
were isolated when the last 
ship steamed out March 10. 
They will be out of all but radio 
contact with the rest of the 
world until the first of next 
summer's planes arrives, prob­ 
ably in October. 
They are there not only to 
maintain the bases but to carry

Will you tell other parents i schools. We have strict laws 
to investigate the s u m m e r | regarding school safety, teach- 
camps their children plan to 
attend?” writes a mother. 
“Our boy is 12. He went to 
camp last summer. It is spon­ 
sored by a worthy organiza­ 
tion. We assumed It was a good 
camp. 
“ We were wrong. It was aw­ 
ful. The counselors were 14-and 
15-year-old bullies. They hazed 
our boy. They made him spend 
a night sitting alone on a rock. 
They denied him water on a 
long hot hike. 
“He got sick. No one bother­ 
ed to take his temperature. 
They thought he was malinger­ 
ing. So he had pneumonia. 
“The camp director had the 
gall to ask me to send him 
again this summer. I told him 
off. 
“Are there many camps as 
bad?” 
I’m 
sorry, 
but there are 
many which are as bad, or 
worse. There are many which 
are better, of course. Probably 
two-thirds of the s u m m e r 
camps in America use untrairt- 
ed counselors. 
I’d guess that two-thirds of 
them also fall below the safety 
standards we find in our public 


er training, principals’ train 
ing. We’ve almost no laws re­ 
garding camps. 
Good camps provide wonder­ 
ful experiences. They give a 
kind of education almost every 
child needs. They can’t be rec­ 
ommended too highly. 
But the bad camps are in­ 
credible. I’ve watched some of 
them for many years. They sur­ 
vive only because parents don’t 
investigate. 
Should 
your 
child 
go to 
camp? Yes if he (1) is old 
enough, (2) wants to go, and (3) 
will be at a safe camp, led by 
a trained director, staffed by 
capable people. 
If not, NO. Now’s the time 
to make reservations for the 
summer camps. But before you 
do, investigate.

way to make summer camps 
safer?”—N.P. 
(A) Yes. If most of the par­ 
ents of the children killed or 
seriously injured at summer 
camps this year would file large 
damage suits, the insurance 
carriers would force immediate 
improvements.

U.S. Recession 


Hasn't Affected 


Europe-Yet 


LONDON (IP)—The U.S. re­ 
cession so far has stayed on its 
own side of the Atlantic. 
But 
Europe is getting ready for ec­ 
onomic trouble—just in case. 
A United Press survey shows 
that W estern European nations 
have suffered few, if any, ef­ 
fects of America’s 
economic 
trouble. And countries which 
have been hit are not even close 
to serious trouble. 
Despite unemployment in the 
United States, more American 
tourists than ever are expected 
to spend their vacations—and 
money—in Europe during the 
summer season. 


HARDEST HIT 
Possibly the country with the 
most 
economic 
problems 
is 
Britain. Unemployment is on 
the rise and some sections of 
the nation’s economy have been 
hard hit. But the over-all fig­ 
ures do not show any signifi­ 
cant downward trend. 
However, the government is 
gearing itself to take measures 
if a recession does hit Britain. 
It announced it will pay 
household expenses for trans­ 
ferring an unemployed person 
to an area where there are jobs 
available and pay for half the 
legal fees involved in getting a 
new house. 
Other 
Western 
European 
countries seem to be relatively 
unaffected. 
Some 
are 
even 
prospering. 


FRANCE UNAFFECTED 
France is unaffected by the 
U.S. recession, although outgo­ 
ing Finance Minister Pierre 
Pflimlin warned shortly before 
Premier Felix Gaillard’s fall on 
April 
15 that 
a 
prolonged 
American slump would hurt the 
French economy. 
However, 
it 
is 
likely the 
French 
economic 
structure 
with its high tariff barriers 
would 
be 
protected 
against 
sharp swings one way or the 
other. 
Italy, too, has not been af­ 
fected, and is not likely to be. 
In fact, foreign trade is going 
steadily 
up 
despite a slight 
slump in sales of steel and some 
other products. 
The same foym holds true 
with Germany, Austria and oth­ 
er nations. 


NO ACTION YET 
There has been no noticeable 
effect in Germany, 
although 
some exporters are feeling the 
recession as the volume of or­ 
ders drops. However, the gov­ 
ernment has not yet taken any 
action since most economists 
agree it is not yet necessary. 
Unemployment has not in­ 
creased and experts are confi­ 
dent that once the building sea­ 
son has started throughout the 
nation unemployment will drop 
even more. 
The European c o u n t r i e s 
where tourism is a chief com­ 
modity report that all indica­ 
tions point to a very good year. 
So far, more Americans than 
ever before have been crossing* 
the Atlantic to take a look at 
Europe. 
Belgium expects a record 
number of tourists, including 
many Americans at the 1958 
World’s Fair in Brussels. Fair 
organizers hope to get between 
30 and 40 million visitors. 
Portugal, 
Spain, 
Austria, 
Switzerland and the Scandina­ 
vian countries also expect 1958 
to be a good tourist year. 


ETERNAL BOHEM IAN 
Pound's Influence 


Long Outlast His 


May

WASHINGTON W) — Fifty 
years ago Ezra Pound was fired 
from his teaching job at Wa­ 
bash College for being to o 
much the bohemian. It was* a 
time of sterility, soothing syr­ 
up and bleak puritanism in 
American literature. 
He protested and wanted to 
correct it. To do it, he left 
the America he grew up in and 
went to Europe. He spent the 
rest of his life there calling 
the mass of Americans dolts. 
L a s t month in federal 
court he heard a judge dis­ 
miss a treason charge against 
him because doctors said he 
was hopelessly insane — al­ 
though not the kind to hurt 
anyone. 
Photographers wanted a pic­ 
ture. He posed with his collar 
open, his shirttails sticking out, 
beat-up black felt hat on 
his head and a yellow scarf 
around his neck. He was still 
the bohemian, but dilapidated 
now, and terribly tired-looking 
at 72. 
What had happened in those 
50 years? He had become a fa­ 
mous poet; a tremendous good 
and creative force in literature; 
a benefactor to many artists; 
and, the government charged, 
a traitor because he broadcast

But Carl Sandburg acknowl­ 
edged years ago that Pound 
has “done the most of living 
men to'incite new impulses in 
poetry.” 
This was the creative in­ 
fluence which Pound asserted 
in many ways and on many 
people: 
By driving for new forms of 
expression; by breaking down 
in this country frozen or prud­ 
ish barriers to the publication 
of new and original work; by 
his advice to other artists and 
the financial help and audience 
he got for them; and by the 
self-discipline he could impart 
to others but could never im­ 
pose on himself entirely. 
These were some of the 
men he helped in one way or 
another: James Joyce, Wil­ 
liam Butler Yeats, D. H. Law­ 
rence, Robert Frost, T. S. El 
iot, Ernest Hemingway. 
There was an adolescence in 
Pound. Critic Malcolm Cowley, 
who visited him in Paris in 
1923, quoted Pound as saying 
he wrote to shock the public. 
The recognition he got in this 
country was very limited, and 
late. 
Perhaps 
this 
desires 
to 
shock explains why much he 
wrote, apparently in the be­ 
lief it was daring and uncon­ 
ventional, was only banal. Per­ 
haps that psychological imma­ 
turity explains in part the life­ 
long insistence upon the ap­ 
pearance of bohemian revolt. 
History may regard Pound 
not so much as an artist hihi- 
self but what he set out to be 
at Wabash: A teacher.

NEW YORK (IP)—American 
Telephone and Telegraph Co. 
replaced General Motors Corp. 
as the world’s biggest corpor­ 
ate money earner after taxes in 
1957, a United 
Press 
survey 
showed today. 


The survey noted that declin­ 
ing business and rising costs 
took their toll last year, with 11 
of the top 25 money earners 
showing lower earnings. 


The 25 leaders, after paying 
all expenses and taxes, had ag­ 
gregate earnings last year of 
$6,608,000,000. This compared 
with $6.231,000,000 in 1956. 
AT&T, parent company of 
the Bell Telephone System, 
forged into the lead when its 
net income 
rose 
sharply to 
$852,904,279. General Motors, 
its earnings declining for the 
second straight year, slipped to 
second place after ruling the 
roost for many years. 
Chrysler Corp., which enjoy­ 
ed a great year in 1957. soared 
from nowhere to rank 17th in 
the list. Its earnings skyrock­ 
eted from around 20 million 


dollars in 1956 to almost 120 
million dollars in 1957. 
There were two other new­ 
comers to the top 25—Interna­ 
tional Business Machines and 
International Paper Co. 
The three replaced Anaconda 
Co., Aluminum Co. of America 
and 
Phelps 
Dodge 
Copper 
Corp. The metals industry was 
hard hit by the recession in 
1957. Kennecott Copper Corp., 
which ranked 16th in 1956, fell 
to 24th in 1957 as its earnings 
tumbled to a little more than 
79 million dollars. 
General Motors, although los­ 
ing the lead, retained a fairly 
comfortable margin over third- 
ranked Standard Oil Co. (New 
Jersey), which also reported 
slightly lower earnings. Jersey 
was second in 1956. 
In 1955, General Motors be­ 
came the only company in his­ 
tory ever to earn more than 
one billion dollars after taxes. 
It has not matched that record 
since. 
Sharp gains in earnings were 
recorded by U.S. Steel. Gulf Oil 
and Ford. 


Starkweather On Trial 
LINCOLN, Neb. (#)—Bantam 
killer Charles R. Starkweather, 
after three months in the iso­ 
lation of a prison cell, was 
ushered today into a high-ceil- 
inged old Lancaster district 
courtroom to stand trial for 
murder. 
The 5-foot-5 redhead, who 
once acknowledged he had “al­ 
ways wanted to be a criminal, 
but not this big a one,” is 
charged with first-degree m ur­ 
der in one of 11 slaying he has 
admitted. 
Selection of a jury will set 
the proceedings in motion. This 
task may take three days or 
more. 
Conviction would bring a 
sentence of life imprisonment 
or death in the electric chair. 
The jury sets the penalty under 
Nebraska law. 


Ingrid Has No Plans 
LONDON (#>—Actress Ingrid 
Bergman expects to make a 
film in Britain most of the 
summer and has no plans to 
marry Lars Schmidt, an official 
at her studio said today. 
He was commenting on a 
London Evening News report 
that Miss Bergman, estranged 
wife of Italian producer Ro­ 
berto Rossellini, would marry 
in France as soon as her Mexi­ 
can divorce comes through. 
“Nothing to it,” said the stu­ 
dio official. 
“Miss Bergman 
has no plans. 
She has no di­ 
vorce^ and is not seeking one 
in Mexico or anywhere else.” 
Rossellini, the official recall­ 
ed, is trying to have his mar­ 
riage to Miss Bergman an­ 
nulled in Italy, where divorce 
is not possible.

Water-spouting 
“elephants” 
from Germany and eggs and 
salt water taffy for Venezuela 
are being imported and export­ 
ed by Mr. and Mrs. John Stobbe 
of Novato as part of a two- 
month-old business they oper­ 
ate from their Nova lane home. 
“We are exporting fresh eggs 
to Venezuela right now,” Mrs.

Officer Cited For 
Saving Marinite 


Coast Guard Lt. (j.g.) George 
L. Rettie, 23, who rescued Stan­ 
ley Rice of Sausalito when he 
was swept into the sea from 
his boat on March 30, has been

for 
“expert shiphand- 
ling.” 
Rettie, who commands a 95- 
foot patrol cutter, and his crew 
took Rice aboard the cutter 
from his disabled boat during a 
gale. 
“Expert 
shiphandling 
by 
Lieutenant Rettie assisted men 
of his crew in dramatically 
saving the man’s life,” said the 
citation from the Coast Guard. 
Rettie lives in San Francisco.* 


694 DC3s are still being used in 
scheduled passenger s e r v i c e 
throughout the world, more 
than any other single type. For 
a plane designed a quarter cen­ 
tury ago, that is the most re­ 
markable record in aviation 
history. 
The Douglas Aircraft Co. 
began building the DC3 in 
1933. It turned out nearly 
12,000 and half of them are 
still flying. About 250 are 
used by 22 scheduled air­ 
lines in the United States. 
Douglas estimates that the 
DC3 has carried nearly 500 mil­ 
lion passengers in the past 25 
years. 
The DC3 always has been a 
“pilot’s plane.” Easy to handle, 
untemperamental, responsive 
as a baby carriage and almost 
completely forgiving of mis­ 
takes made in the cockpit. Its 
one fault: Leaks in the cockpit 
windshields during rain, which 
led one pilot to radio “light 
rain outside, heavy rain inside.” 
It is one of the strongest 
planes ever built. A Capital 
Airlines DC3 once lost five feet 
of wing in a collision with a 
smaller plane and landed safe­ 
ly. Another went into a spin 
with a student pilot at the 
trols, tore off both wing tips 
along with the ailerons, and 
still made it in. 
A year ago, a Frontier Air­ 
lines DC3 ripped 12 feet from 
its left wing when it hit a 
mountain. The pilot turned 
around and flew 40 miles 
back to an airport. 
The DC3 was designed to 
carry 21 passengers and a crew 
of three. Later models carried 
26 passengers. 
In World War ¡1, a DC3 op­ 
erated by a Chinese airline took 
off with 74 passengers aboard. 
One of them was Tokyo raider 
Jimmy 
Doolittle, 
who 
later 
climbed white-faced out of the 
plane and announced “I’d rath­ 
er have walked.” 
Other DC3s have been known 
to carry 60 persons. 
The plane’s cargo-carrying 
accomplishments 
have 
been 
equally fantastic. Domestic air­ 
lines limit the DC3 to a gross 
takeoff weight of a little mare 
than 25,000 pounds. During the 
war, the Air Transport Com­ 
mand regularly flew its DC3s 
with a gross weight of 31,000 
pounds and they have been 
known to fly safely with 35,000. 
The DC3 was a godsend to 
the nation’s struggling air­ 
lines in the early ’30s. One 
airline president called it 
“the first plane that could 
make money just hauling 
passengers.” Its reliability 
gave commercial aviation 
what it needed almost as 
much as money—a reputa­ 
tion for safety. 
Five years after it was intro­ 
duced by American Airlines 
and TWA, the DCc comprised 
90 per cent of America’s com­ 
mercial air fleet. 
No pilot was surprised when 
the plane also became an aerial 
workhorse in World War IL 
DC3s flew millions of tons of 
wartime cargo, served as air­ 
borne ambulances, flew para­ 
troopers into combat and be­ 
came a welcome sight at allied 
airfields all over the world. 
Not even the advent of big­ 
ger, faster and finer postwar 
transports could sideline the 
sturdy old veteran from peace­ 
time service. It became a short- 
haul airliner, waddling its com­ 
fortable 180 miles an hour over 
the nation’s inter-city airways 
while the plush Constellations, 
DC6s and Stratocruisers took 
over the transcontinental and 
overseas runs. 
American Airlines, biggest 
of U.S. carriers, was the first 
to scrap its entire DCS fleet. 
The last American DCS to 
fly one of the line’s sched­ 
uled runs touched wheels to 
the ground in the spring of 
1949. The captain had tears 
in his eyes when he left the 
cockpit. 
As a commercial transport in 
this country, the DC3s’ days 
finally appear to be number­ 
ed. Congress and the Civil 
Aeronautics Board have acted 
to make it easier for small air* 
lines to replace their now-un­ 
economical DC3s with newer, 
larger and faster equipment. 
The old plane itself is operat­ 
ing under a temporary air* 
worthiness certificate because 
it cannot meet present govern­ 
ment performance standards. 
But no one says the DC3 is 
finished as an airplane. It prob­ 
ably will be flying 25 years 
from now, doing its usual de­ 
pendable job someplace where 
they need an uncomplaining 
airplane.

SECTION I. BUILDING 
INSPECTION DEPARTMENT 
There is hereby established a 
Building Inspection D epartm ent in 
and for the County of M arin, State 
of 
California.

D epartm ent 
shall be responsible for the en­ 
forcement of this ordinance and 
shall perform the functions of in­ 
spection of building construction 
and reconstruction, the inspection 
of installation of plumbing, elec­

SECTION II. COUNTY 
BUILDING INSPECTOR 
1. To carry out and supervise 
I the functions of the Building In- 
? spection D epartm ent, there is here­ 
by created the office of Chief 
Building Inspector in and for the 
County of M arin. 
2. The Chief Building Inspector 
shall be appointed by the Board 
I of Supervisors of the County of 
Marin, and serve at their pleasure. 
3. The Chief Building Inspector 
shall appoint suQh deputies as he 
may need to assist him to properly 
discharge the duties of his office 
when such appointm ents are ap­ 
proved by the Board of Supervis 
ors. 
4. The Chief Building Inspector 
and his deputies shall receive such 
com pensation as may be estab­ 
lished by the Board of Supervisors. 
5. The Inspector and Deputy 
Inspectors shall not engage direct­ 
ly or indirectly in any private com 
mercial or professional activities 
relating to any phase of building 
design 
construction, 
p lu m b in g , 
electrical or gas appliance installa­ 
tion of any kind or be interested 
financially in any such private 
commercial or professional enter 
prise a t any tim e while holding of­ 
fice. Any violation of the provisions 
of this Section shall be sufficient 
cause for removal of any Inspec 
tor or Deputy Inspector from of­ 
fice. 
6. The Chief Building Inspector 
and Deputy Inspectors shall fur 
nish surety bonds in such am ounts 
as may be required by the Board 
of Supervisors. The County of Ma 
rin shall pay all premiums on such 
surety bonds. 
7. In addition to the other spe­ 
cific duties it shall be the duty 
of the Chief Building Inspector 
and his deputies to be fam iliar 
with and to cooperate w ith the 
M arin County Fire D epartm ent in 
the enforcem ent of laws and reg­ 
ulations of the State of California 
and any local ordinances relating 
to:

To cooperate with

Chief of the M arin County Fire 
D epartm ent when called upon to 
do so in the investigation of the 
cause, origin and circustances of 
fires.

plumbing, or drainage systems or 
installation thereof, or electrical 
or gas installations or by installa­ 
tions of containers for the stor­ 
age or use of inflam m able prod­ 
ucts, nor shall the County of M a­ 
rin or any official or employe® 
thereof be held as assuming any 
such liability or responsibility by 
reason of the inspection perform ed 
or perm it issued by the Inspector. 
Nor shall the County of M arin or 
any official or employee thereof 
be held as assuming any liability 
or responsibility for property dam ­ 
age from any cause whatsoever 
which may have been caused by 
gas leakage, fire or explosion of 
any sort arising from or during 
the operation of any gas appliance 
or house gas piping, electrical ap ­ 
plication or electric wiring or from 
the storage or use of inflam m able 
products. 
SECTION VI. VALIDITY 
If any Section, Sub-Section, sen­ 
tence or phrase of this Ordinance 
is for any reason held to be un­ 
constitutional, such decision shall 
not affect the validity of the re­ 
maining portions of the Ordinance. 
The Board of Supervisors of the 
County of M arin hereby declares 
th at it would have passed this 
Ordinance and each Section, Sub- 
Section, senteno«, clause or phrase 
thereof, irrespective of the fact 
th a t any one or more Sections,

LAW IN ACTION 
Patents Issued If You 
Meet Requirements 


(This column, prepared by 
California lawyers, appears 
regularly in the Independent- 
Journal.) 


A patent gives you the right 
for a limited time to keep 
others from making, using or 
selling your invention without 
your permission. The federal 
government issues a patent to 
you if you meet certain require­ 
ments. 
1. You must have something 
useful—a process, a machine, 
an article, a material, a plant 
or an ornamental design. The 
United States will patent only 
means to make ideas work and 
will not patent ideas such as 
new ways to do business, a new \ 
mathematical formula or newly 
discovered laws of nature. 
2. You must have something 
new. This means you must be 
the first to make the invention. 


Before the government issues 
a 
patent, the patent office 
makes a search for related pat­ 
ents and publications to find 
out if the invention was known 
to others before you made it. 
3. You must have made an 
“invention,” This means that 
there must be something unex­ 
pected about it and not obvious 
to others working the same art. 


4. You must apply for your 
patent in good time. You can­ 
not get a patent if the inven­ 
tion was sold or publicly used 
in the United States or de­ 
scribed in a printed publication 
in any country more than one 
year before applying. You can­ 
not abandon your invention 
and then, after someone else 
has made it, change your mind 
and get a patent. The other in­ 
ventor may be regarded as “the 
first inventor.”

Sid Caesar 
Show Gets 
Once-Over 


By WILLIAM EWALD 


NEW YORK (if)— Sid Caesar 
has become the sacred cow of 
the TV business. 
Almost everyone mentions 
him nowadays in the hushed 
tones usually reserved for Al­ 
bert Schweitzer, Stan Musial, 
science and motherhood. His 
fans tend to view him uncriti­ 
cally. He can do no wrong. 
However, I think Caesar fans 
(and I count myself among 
them) should face up: His half- 
hour show on ABC-TV this sea­ 
son has been a disappointment. 
INSPIRED BITS 
I don’t mean to say that the 
Caesar show has been a flop. 
There 
have 
been 
moments 
when Caesar and company have 
turned out inspired bits. His 
spoof of the death of a bull­ 
fighter was high art. I enjoyed, 
too, two or three of his court­ 
ship sketches with Imogene 
Coca and mime routines based 
on a performing seal and on a 
crazy Bavarian clock. 
But as the Caesar show nears 
the end of its season (it expires 
May 25 and its sponsor is pull 
ing out), I find that it has fail­ 
ed to enchant me as it has in 
past seasons. 
Last night’s Caesar show was 
fairly typical. There were two 
sketches—one about Imogene 
Cocas 
efforts 
to 
entertain 
Caesar’s boss with wine cook 
ery, the other a military-type 
routine done in mock German. 
NO BUILDUP 
The first was funny in spots, 
but it lacked something essen­ 
tial: It failed to build. Miss 
Coca brought in the hors d’- 
oeuvres, grapefruit, soup, the 
main course and dessert, all 
laced with alcohol, but the 
sketch did not get funnier and 
funnier as everyone got drunk­ 
er and drunker. Instead, the 
sketch reached a plateau of 
mild funniness at its opening 
and then just remained at that 
level. 
The military sketch was te­ 
dious. It had as its reason for 
being only its snapper—it turn­ 
ed out the military Caesar was 
a doorman. 
That second sketch set me to 
thinking about the other phony 
language routines Caesar often 
resorts to. The fact is that all 
of them amount to a single 
joke: The insertion of familiar 
American phrases among the 
oreign sounds. One joke can 
be awfully wearing when re­ 
peated several dozen times. 
BORING ROUTINES 
A 
show 
like 
last night’s 
makes me suspect that there is 
no one in his entourage who 
tells off Caesar, who looks al 
the product and tells him quite 
aluntly that he is off-target. 
Someone, for example, should 
tell him his German professor 
with the funny hat bit has be­ 
come a bore, as have his ex­ 
ended saxophone solos every- 
i;ime he spoofs bop musicians. 
Someone also should tell him 
:;hat he is “on” so much him­ 
self that he largely has wasted 
the immense talents of his 
sidekicks, Carl Reiner and Miss 
Coca.

Always Stay Put 


SACRAMENTO (*» — Cali­ 
fornia’s capital — now firmly 
entrenched at Sacramento — 
hasn’t always been so station­ 
ary. 
In fact, the capital changed 
so many times during the first 
decade after California declar­ 
ed itself free from Mexico that 
it came to be known as “The 
Capital on Wheels.” 
The constitutional conven­ 
tion met in 1848 at Monterey. 
That old Mexican capital was a 
strong candidate to become the 
center of the Bear Flag Repub­ 
lic's new government. 
But the first Legislature, 
elected in 1849, chose San Jose 
as its meeting place. 
San Jose in 1849 was a 
sprawling young tent city 
with streets that turned to 
seas of mud during the rainy 
season. It didn't take the 
Legislature long to decide it

A tempting offer of property 
had come from Gen. Mariano 
Vallejo, who was eager to make 
his namesake city the seat of 
government, so the Capital on 
Wheels rolled out of San Jose. 
The 
s e c o n d 
Legislature, 
meeting in Vallejo in 1851, soon 
found conditions there as bad 
as in San Jose. 
The third Legislature went 
back to Vallejo in 1853, but 
only long enough to pass a 
removal act that shifted the 
capital to Benicia. 
A good offer from Sacra­ 
mento, coupled with the same 
old problems at B e n i c i a — 
streets turned to quagmires by 
rain, poor communications and 
worse living accommodations— 
brought still another demand to 
move on. 
Considerable b e h i n d-t h e- 
scenes politicking and a long 
debate ended with Sacramen­ 
to’s selection. Gov. John Bigler 
signed the act Feb. 25, 1854. 
The next day a steamer car­ 
rying the legislators and most 
of the state’s furniture steamed 
into Sacramento to be greeted 
by cannon salutes and a cheer­ 
ing throng on the levees. And 
there it has stayed.
